In 1901, for the total population 
five -years of age and over, 14.38 
per cent were reported as being un- 
able to read and write; in 1911 it had 
decreased to 10.50 and the last cen- 
sus (1291) showed only 9.25 in this 
category. : 

Ontario leads the provinces with 
a low percentage of illiteracy of 
643; Prince Edward Island comes 
second, with 6.95 per cent. and Nova 
Scotia: third, with 9.38, with British 
Columbia, Quebec, Alberta, Sas- 
katchewan, Manitoba, New Bruns- 
wick, Yukon, and Northwest Terri- 
tories following in order of merit.

Conclusions 


Hiow much a poem gains by a fine 
ending!

EDITORIALS 


One result of the recent national election in 
the United States that will gratify every be- 
liever in democracy is 
the striking success 
achieved bv the “get- 
out-the-vote’’ campaign, 
which was carried on 
with vigor bv a large 
number of nonpartisan 
organizations. The Na- 
tional Association of 
Manufacturers, which acted as a clearing house 
for the various bodies behind the movement, 
has just issued through its president, John E. 
Edgerton, an account of what was accom- 
plished, and throughout his statement runs a 
tone of exultation that is quite justified by the 
facts presented. 

The main point of his story is disclosed in 
the figures of the increase in the total vote of 
1924 over that of 1920 in comparison with the 
increase in the number of eligible voters this 
year over those of the previous presidential 
election. The number who might have voted 
in 1920 was 54,165,907. Those qualified to vote 
in 1924 were 56,941.584, an increase of only 
2.775.677. The number of those who actually 
voted in 1924 gave an increase of 3,446,959 over 
those who went to the polls in 1920. This 
shows that the increase in the actual vote was 
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nearly 25 per cent greater than the increase in | 


the number of eligibles. That represents the 
net result of the “‘get-out-the-vote” camnpalgn. 

To have accomplished this would have been 
a big achievement in any presidential election, 
but it is particularly noteworthy this vear, 
owing to the conditions that prevailed in the 
recent campaign. Probably in no election for 
a great many vears has “general apathy” been 
¢o widespread and so evident. There were no 
exciting issues before the people on which the 
“spellbinders” could stir them to enthusiasm 
or resentment. The character of the campaign 
chosen by Mr. Coolidge and his managers was 
of a nature that induced quiet- thought rather 
than anv “hurrah.” Mr. Davis conducted his 
efforts in opposition on a more than usually 
lofty plane. In fact, in the closing days of the 
quiescent struggle the chief danger sensed and 
spoken of by the Republican managers was that 
of overconfidence. All these circumstances 
ordinarily would indicate that a small vote 
would be polled. 

That the contrary was the case must ‘be ex- 
piained in very large measure by the organized 
efforts made to get out the vote. For this not 
only should the organizations that did the work 
receive hearty praise, but their success this 
year ought to encourage them to go on with 
the campaign and should induce other bodies 
io join in it. Mr. Edgerton, summarizing the 
results of the recent drive for votes, savs that it 
accomplished these four things in particular: 

1, Checked the growing apathy of the people in their 
hational elections, and put national interest on an upward 
Carve:

3. Developed a voting interest of about 33 per 
of the whole electorate in the campaign this vear as 
against an interest of only 49 per cent of the electorate 
In 1920, and once more converted the Government into 
one run by a majority vote instead of by a minority vote. 

4. Started regular campaigns of education in national 
administration, which will be continued from year io 
year and presidential campaign to presidential campaign, 
always with the nonpurtisan urge to “Vote as You Please, 
but Vote.”

Having builded securely jn the past. the 
National Woman's Christian Teriperance Union 
of the United = States.

the future. Golden Jubi- 
lee Week, being  ob- 
served in Chicago, has 
brought together many courageous and effec- 
tive workers in the broad field of Christian 
temperance activity. Though much has been 
accomplished toward realizing the glorious 
program which was mapped out by the founders 
of that organization a half-century ago. those 
who have consecrated themselyes to the work 
find the fields are still white. Much remains 
to be done in the name of that creat charity 
which teaches temperance in oll things. 

Perhaps a phase of the work to be under- 
taken is not exactly within the somewhat Jinz- 
ited scone of the original plan. This is a mov-- 
ment. through headquarters to be established 
at Chautauqua. N. Y.. toward world neace. 
hind it isthe uniied support of noe aoag American 
women. Many of them wives and mothors. As 
might he expected, their efforts in this direc- 
tion are not to be undirected or misdirected. 
That the work may be consiructive, it is planned 
to establish at headquarters a school. the first 
course of which will be opened next summer. in 
this school the really constructive aspects of the 
problem will be emphasized. 

With the clearer realization that has came to 
these who are prepared to teach and to those 
Who are willing ond anxions learn, what 2 
goiden opportunity awaits such properly. di- 
rected act 'vity' and wonten | 
floundering : é 
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men can view it in its hideous nakedness. The 
time has come in the crusade waged in an effort 
to outlaw war, just as it came in the crusade 
against the saloon, to strike finally and effec- 
tively. 

Thrice armed, with the spirit of Christianity, 
with courage, and with the ballot, these half- 
million American women will render valiant 
service in the cause. Conscious that they are 
enlisted upon the side of right, they do not stop 
to count their followers, because they realize 
that nothing can defeat them or discourage 
them. 


Perhaps the most vital question for France 
is the establishment of a budget whose receipts 
shall beyond question 
be equivalent to its pro- 
posed expenditure. It 
is to this end that M. 
Clementel has worked 
in the preparation of 
next vear’s financial 
bill. Nevertheless thepe 
are some unsatisfactory 
features about it which have not escaped the 
attention of the critics. It does not radically 
alter the financial position of France, which 
is, externally, unsatisfactory. 

The chief point to notice is that the service 
of the public debt absorbs more than 56 per 
cent of the receipts, and the military charges 
absorb another 18 per cent. When the non- 
permanent reparation expenses are subtracted, 
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there is left for the civil services only 21 per | 


cent of the budgetary receipts. The expendi- 
ture is ill-balanced, and, in some respects, dis- 
proportionate. 

Now the Bloc des Gauches depends entirely 
upon the loval support of the Socialists, and 
the Socialists, critical of the present provisions 
of the budget, insist that something more 
should have been done. M. Clementel is frankly 
marking time. He imposes practically no new 
taxes, he is taking no drastic steps, he is con- 
tent for the moment to have completed the 
unity of the budget, for budgetary duality--- 
as it was practiced by preceding governments, 
which maintained a separate budget of recov- 
erable expenditure whose only assets were the 
expected payments from Germany—was clearly 
impossible. 

M. Clementel seeks to avoid further deficits 
chiefly by ‘a tightening up of the collection of 
taxes. The Socialists would have liked the im- 
position of some kind of capital .levv; they 
would have liked some wiping out of the im- 
mense debt. In these circumstances, it was 
inevitable that there would be much discussion 
in the ranks of the Socialists coneerning the 
desirability of continuing the policy of support 
which they have hitherto given to the Herriot 
,overnment. y 

In the first place, the Socialists have a rule 
that they shall not vote for the budgets of what 
they call “the bourgeois parties." There were 
in the National Council of the Socialist Party, 
a certain number of Socialists who considered 
that it was their duty to abstain from voting 
for the budget. The result would undoubtedly 
have heen the downfall of M. Herriot: but the 
ruie, as modified after the victory of May tt, 
was carefully examined. There were discov- 
In case the refusal of 
the vote for the budget would play into the 
hands of the parties of reaction, who would 
profit by it to realize their own designs, the 
party would be permitted to cast their votes 
with the Government. 

Further, according to the leader of the 
Socialist Party, M. Leon Blum, in the event 
that the action of the party should have com- 
pelled the introduction into the budget of a 
sufficient portion of essential reforms, the party 
would be permitted to give their votes in favor 
of the budget. They could not stand upon hard- 
and-fast theory. Nevertheless, there were those 
Socialists who, in a doctrinaire manner. de- 
clared that they were bound by their tradi- 
tions. If they voted for the budget, their action 
would be misconstrued by the Communists. who 
would make great capital out of their surren- 
der to the bourgeois parties. 

Undoubtedly the dilemma of the Socialist 
Party was real. for in the lobbies of the Cham- 
ber there is already talk of the successor -of 
M. Herriot, and there is adumbreted the forma- 
tion of a cabinet of concentration—a cabinet 
of the Center—which will perhaps undo much 
that the Herriot Government has done during 
the past few months. In the end the decision 
was taken to vote for the Government. but it 
is obvious that a good deal of uneasiness exists 
in the minds of the Socialist allies of the Radi- 
cal Party, and that M. Herriot has a somewhat 
difficult tagkttahead- of him in obtaining the ap- 
proval of’ Parliament for the budget which is 
now brought forward. 7 | 
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the unit for the organi- 
zation of internationa!

standing and Wstice, 
Prof. Mdward Alsworth Ross of the University 
of Wisconsin points out in a recent outline book. 
“Roads to Soclal Peace.” that “whatever our 
atttHudes toward international relations. ] siup- 
nese we are all social pacifists, i. ¢.. advocates of 
the peaceful adjustment of all matiers® which 
may come up between sections or classes oar 
sroups within a society. Certainly a national 
organization is nothing if it is not a peace area.

It can hardly be denied/that society. within 
the nation. provides a laboratory, more valuable. 
probably, than all cthers, fer experimenting with 
those measures for establishing justice between 
cenfictine groups which must be made opera- 
i've ip peace is to be secured between conflicting 
But that fact is not: alwavs given 
recognition. There is a lure about international 
problems that is frequenily lacking in questions 
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the factors are essentially identical. But mis- 
understanding of the underlying forces behind 
and the methods for solution of social disputes 
within a nation, such as those concerned with 
Capital and Labor and interracial questions, 
must account, in part, for the widespread fail- 
ure to appreciate the causes of international 
conflict or to find means for their permanent 
settlement. 

Questions of international and of domestic 
concern are, too often, considered as problems 
different in kind and so treated. Their inter- 
relation needs emphasis. Once the wider sig- 
nificance of these “problems of our own door- 
vard” is demonstrated, the horizon of the aver- 


age citizen will be pushed out to include the 
Fworld. 


And success in social justice that has 
begun at home will lead, inevitably, to an under- 
standing of the necessity for making application 
of similar methods for the establishment of 
peace in the field of international relations. 


What American actor is to receive the medal 

for good diction on the stage? This is a pleas- 
ant subject for conjec- 
ture pending the an- 
nouncement of the 
award on Nov. 20 at the 
celebration in New York 
of the twentieth anni- | eee 
versary of the founding | Diction 
of the American Acad- fan ical 
emy of Arts and Letters. 
The medal has recently been established be- 
ceuse of “a conviction that much needs to be 
done to make the average speech of the Ameri- 
can theater intelligible to the audiences that 
frequent it.’”’ This action on the part of the 
American Academy is surely a subject for re- 
joicing on the part of those who feel that good 
work in the theater deserves to find recognition 
both outside and inside the salary envelope. 

Beyond stating that the recipient will be a 
distinguished American actor, and that the 
presentation will be made by Augustus Thomas, 
the academy, of course, does not commit itself 
in advance of the day of award. Perhaps it t 
to go to John Drew, a product of the old-time 
stock company system, the only adequate train- 
ing system for the actor, which disappeared in 
the United States at the beginning of the twen- 
tieth century. This fine old stock system, by 
the way, is not to be confused with the system 
at present in vogue of giving a new play every 
week. 

The old, resident stock companies contained 
most of the best players. A comparatively few 
stars went on tour with their own companies. 
Plays were given for extended stock runs in 
those days, and often revived, giving the 
players opportunity to perfect their characteri- 
zations. The plays were not written in the collo- 
quial give-and-take of the realistic drama of to- 
day, and there were frequent revivals of classic 
pieces, with their long speeches in poetry or 
romantic prose. <A player brought up on the 
colloquial plays of today is almost invariably 
stumped if handed a Shakespearean role. He 
finds that he must have something like the 
vocal resources of a trained singer in order to 
deliver his lines without getting out of breath 
in the middle of a phrase. 

This is not to hint that it is desirable for 
players to cultivate hollow and stilted tones—- 
the plavacting voice, as it is called—but there 
can be no doubt that there has been a slacking 
off of clearness and beauty in enunciation in 
the past twenty years. One can have finish 
in his stage work without being self-conscious 
in stvie—-tie-wiggy, as Otis Skinner calls it. 
Mr. Skinner, by the way, would seem to bde an- 
other possible candidate for that medal. He is 
a product of the same school as Mr. Drew. How 
much an actor can do to improve his speech 
was demonstrated by the transformation of 
John “Barrymore, a decade ago, from the care- 
less nasal pronunciation of his lines in the 
farce “Believe Me, Xantippe,” to the round, 
resonant and crisp delivery that marked his 
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_ performance after a year or more of earnest 


work to free his voice that it might express 
every shade of his thinking. 

Were he not already greatly honored in the 
theater, John Barrymore might fairly be ex- 
pected to have won that medal. Probably it 
will fo to an older actor, E. H. Sothern. for 
instance, as a recognition due for many years 
of good example to vounger players as well as 
for the immeasurably added enjoyment for 
audiences that results from the plaver’s. mas- 
tery of clear, forceful and beautiful stage 
speech, the speech of Forbes-Robertson, Wil- 
lard, and Wyndham, of Julia Marlowe, Bern-

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Jamaica—An Intimate Sketch 
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During the winter months the thoughts of many turn | arduous task of cu‘ting and “heading” 


longingly to the warmth, sunshine, and beauty of tropical 
climes, Let us follow one such traveler to the beautiful 
Island of Jamaica, for so many years a treasured and 
valuable possession of the British Commonwealth of 
Nations. 

Sitnated in the Caribbean Sea, famed for the intense 
blue of its waters, it would be difficult to imagine any- 
thing more beautiful than the tiny spot a# one approaches 
it in the early morning and later enters the Harbor of 
Kingston, which. ranks as the fourth best harbor of the 
world. 

One's eyes are greeted by a ragged shore line dotted 
with beautiful palm trees and almost out of the sea ap- 
pear to rise great hills, culminating on the sky line with 
Blue Mountain Peak, rising to a height of 7500 feet. As 
the sun lifts itself over the top, casting its shadows on 
the tropical foliage, the coloring would almost defy the 
brush of an artist. 

Perchance, it may be Saturday, or to the native of the 
island, “market day,’ terms almost synonymous. Al! 
have been thinking of this day for practically the entire 
week, some from the sellers’ standpoint and some from 
the buyers’. The former have been preparing their wares 
during the week and on Friday have laden their wagons, 
or drays as they are called, and donkeys with packs on 
either side, or have placed their large baskets on their 
own heads (according as to whether they have much or 
little to dispose of) and have started their journey. This 
is, In many instances, anywhere from 6 to 35 miles and 
they have arrived in Kingston in the early hours of Sat- 
urday morning, where they may he seen by the hundreds 
lying asleep on the sidewalks of the main streets, rest- 
ing from their arduous tramp.

Davlight finds them all on the move once more, ani 
by 7 o'clock they are in their accustomed places in the 
large market place. It is quite remarkable that many 
of these people will take this long journey and be asatis- 
fied to return home after market with but three or four 
shillings as a reward for their labor and the sale of 
their goods. 

As Sunday follows Saturday, let us, for a few mo- 
ments see how the natives spend this day, which {is to 
them an extremely important one because, as a wholes, 
the natives are religious, though unfortunately there is 
a great deal of superstition mixed in with their religion 
To attend church, however, is a great pleasure to them. 
It is interesting to see them walking great distances, 
five, six, or seven miles—-to church in the midday heat, 
with all their finest toggery. including shoes for th's par- 
ticular day (the natural state is that of bare feet); even 
on this day, however, they are carried beautifully bal- 
anced on the head until within a very short distance of 
the church, when many may be seen along the roadside 
donning shoes and socks, prior to entering the church. 

Services are generally long, and the natives are not 
satisfied if this is not so,,.the reason being that they really 
require a good rest before wending their way home, as 
well as the fact that having come so far, they consider, 
as they would call it, they should have “nuf fo dem 
money.” Sunday is regarded as a complete day of rest 
and no fun of any kind is indulged in. Such a Sunday, 
as described, is typical of the country parts, the obsery- 
ance in the larger towns being somewhat different.

The sacred pictures are absent only in the 
houses of Baptists and other sectarians. 

In the two-room peasant house where the writer is 
staying in this Ukrainian village there are no less than 
seven ikons, with a little candle suspended from the ceil- 
ing to burn before them in the evening. All the ikons

Here is one old influence in peasant life that has sur- 
vived. As one looks.about the main room one sees some 
tangible symbols of the old life blended with other signs 
of the new. The towels and tablecloths and pillowcases, 
beoutifully embroidered in distinct Ukrainian patterns 
of red and black. certainly date back to the days before 
the Revolution. The peasant women are no longer weav- 
ing these beautiful embroideries, cotton is expensive and 
they have other cares to absorb their time.

The characteristic huge stone oven in one corner of 
the room was certainly built along with the house; and 
the Procrustean shortness of the large wooden bed, piled 
high with thick pillows, indicates that it was built with 
an eye to filling the limited space between the oven and 
the opposite wall.

To the Editor of The Christian Science Monitor: 


My attention was recently drawn to the article on the 
subject of proportional representation in your issue of 
May 232. 

Let me deal briefly with some of the objections which 
the writer of the article has urged against electoral 
jusiice. He expresses the view that it is more imporiant 
to lave an’adequate ‘working majority than’ to have an 
assembly which really represents the people. What is 
an “adequate working majority’? He does not stop to 
Mr. Baldwin. in his first premiership, had 
people regarded as an “adequate working 
tiajority.” vet he was unable to govern. Had the people 
of the United Kingdom at the previous election elected 
a liouse of Commons to justly represent them, then we
